The trucking interests of California 
are maintaining in Sacramento a very 
strong lobby to protect their interests 
at the expense of the tax payers of 
California. They are asking for a 26,- 
000 pound load limit on the highways 
of this State whereas it has been prov¬ 
en that the highways cannot stand a 
load to exceed 22,000 pounds. 

Only l-35th of 1 per cent of the to¬ 
tal number of vehicles registered with 
the State Motor Vehicle department 
are capable of carrying a load to ex¬ 
ceed 22,000 pounds. Shall the interests 
of our entire state be jeopardized to 
accommodate this limited number of 
truck owners who are using the pub¬ 
lic highways as a right of way on 
which to do business? It is up to the 
tax payer in California to get in touch \ 
with their Legislators and see that 
legislation is provided which does not 
allow a load on our highways to ex- j 
ceed 22,000 pounds. We must protect' 
our interests and see that our high¬ 
ways are preserved.

Ten 
pounds of sugar doesn’t last long when 
the little giant, fermentation, gets 
started in an air-tight keg. 

The average American in 1922 con-, 
sumed 14 pounds more of sugar than 
the year before. 

Compared with our average of 102 
pounds a year each, most other coun¬ 
tries are far behind us in use of the 
stimulant, sugar. 

Australians consume 100 pounds of 
sugar a year on the average. Den¬ 
mark ranks third, with 99 pounds. 
Then comes Canada, 97 pounds. Next 
in line is Switzerland—75 pounds. 

So the list tapers down, until at the 
tail-end among leading nations we 
have Chinese and Russians consuming 
only five pounds of sugar a year for 
eash man, woman and child.
